Statement of set vices for which the decoration has been 
awarded — 

On 25th January, 1975 at about 1 2,30 boms an explosion 
took place in the tunnel of Eoktuk Project located near Kom- 
Keiuip in Manipur. In the explosion ten persons were in- 
jured. The injuied were evacuated to Eamphel General 
Hospital on the same day. Out of the ten persons two suc- 
cumbed to their injuries. 

On the same day at about 14.00 hours another explosion 
occurred in the same tunnel. Owing to the second explo- 
sion eight persons were trapped in the tunnel. 

On being requisitioned for rescue of the trapped persons 
a detachment of Manipur Fire Service from Implial reached 
the tunnel mou'h on 25lh January, 1975 at about 22.30 
hours. The detachment was led by Shri S. Singhajit Singh. 


On arrival at the tunnel mouth the peisonnel of the de- 
tachment found that the tunnel was heavily contaminated 
and atmosphere inside the tunnel was dangerously suffocat- 
ing. The detachment had no breathing apparatus. The in- 
dents for this apparatus are still pending with the suppliers 
etc, Electric supply had been cut off to avoid recurrence 
of explosion and as a result of which there was pitch daik- 
ness ill the tunnel. Deadly suffocating atmosphere and pitch 
darkness had tendered entiy into the tunnel lor rescue work 
imminently hazardous. 

Impelled by extra-ordinary sense of duty in utter dis- 
regard ol personal safety, Shi i S. Singhajit Singh decided to 
lorthwith undertake the rescue operation and enter inside the 
tunnel pcisonally with a couple of his hand-picked assistants 
namely Survashti N. Mani Singh. Kh, Menjor Singh and 
R. K. Muktasana Singh. Shti Singhajit Singh and his parly 
on reaching about 25 metres inside the particular face of the 
tunnel wheie accident took place suffered a staggering bout 
of nausea and had to reheat back to gain bieath. Despite 
grave danger involved in probing the tunnel, attempts to 
pioeced as lar ahead as possible inside the tunnel were re- 
peated with commendable tenacity and exemplary courage, 
On 4th attempt the party could reach about 300 metres 
inside the tunnel. On reaching this spot with the help of 
torch-light the area was surveyed. In the tunnel Shri Singha- 
jit and his gallant men found the loco-linc covered with 
debris and libs of the tunnel which had been brought in for 
erection. The party also saw that the watch line and com- 
press aii line had been damaged at various places and from 
these W'ater and air were leaking piofusely. Some helmets 
and pieces of foot-wear were also seen lying about, The 
cnviionment in the tunnel was thickly bn titrated with gas 
and atmospheie heavily sullocuting. The ghastly spectacle 
that Shri S. Singhajit Singh and his party witnessed left no 
doubt m their mind that there was no chance of survival of 
the trapped persons und continuance of rescue work would 
not only have been futile but instead would have caused 
avoidable casualties amongst lire-service personnel and added 
to the toll oi calamity. Accordingly rescue work was ter- 
minated in tho night of 25/26th January, 1975 and work of 
clearing the tunnel from obnoxious and inflammable gas taken 
up so that evacuation work could be done under compara- 
tively safer conditions. 

Evacuation operations were started at 0630 hrs of 26th 
January, 1975. By probing in calf deep water in eerie en- 
viionment two dead bodies could be evacuated and brought 
out of the tunnel by the Fire Service twrsonnel headed by 
Shri S. Singhajit Singh at about 0930 hrs and three dead bodi- 
es at about 1230 hrs. Even at that lime the inside of tunnel was 
highly gaseous and the men doing evacuation felt quickly 
fatigued. By persistent work all the remaining three bodies 
could be evacuated by the evening of 26th January, 1975. 
Some members of the project staff also assisted the Fire Ser- 
vice personnel with courage and praiseworthy civic sense. 

Sarvashri S. Singhajit Singh, N. Mani Singh, Kh. Menjor 
Singh and R. K. Muktasana Singh displayed, exemplaiy 
leadership, sense of duty and gallantry in launching rescue 
work on 25th Januaty, 1975 in deadly atmosphere and in 
evacuation work on 26th January, 1975 in hazardous con- 
ditions.

Though the building was complete- 
ly engultcd by gre, Shri Kalubhai 11. Jadav, Platoon Sergeant 
and Shri Mahendra Singh Gohcl made their way into the 
tlames ot Motibaug Palace to save the life ol the boy and 
with gical difficulties they succeeded in pushing out the boy 
through the flames and the boy was savtd but these two 
dutyful and biave Home Guards were engulfed in the fire 
and could not come out. A burning log fell on Shri K. H. 
Jadav and Shi i Mahendra Singh Gohel when burning ceiling 
collapsed. Thus Shri K. H. Jadav and Shi i Mahendra Singh 
H. Gohel both the Jawans of Bhavnagilr City Home Guaids 
laid down their lives while rendering their honorary and 
voluntaiy services to same a human life trapped in fire. 

1 heir dead bodies could be traced only after removing 
much of the debris after five days. 

Iheie is no parallel of this incident in the history of the 
Home Guards organisation when the Home Guards have 
met with death whilst tendering honorary and voluntary ser- 
vices, in the liviug memory of the organisation.

After the capture of 
Border observation post ol Parika (Ferozcpur Border) by 
our forces on 11-12-71, Punjab Home Guards Volunteers in- 
cluding Volunteer Harbans Lai were detailed to hold the cap- 
tured picket. The enemy launched a severe counter-attack 
but our Home Guards Volunteers foiled their attempt. In 
the heavy fighting Volunteer Harbans Lai was seriously in- 
jured. Unmindful of his personal safety, he stuck to his post 
and continued firing till the enemy attack was repulsed. He 
displayed a high sense of duty, cxamplary courage and bra- 
very in sticking to his position inspile of thc fact that he was 
seriously injured.

Pakislanis launched a treacher- 
ous attack at Fazilka Border on the evening of 3rd Decem- 
ber. 1971. BV 6908 Volunteer Magh Singh son of Shri 
Balkan Singh ‘C.’ Coy PIIG Fazilka was posted at BSF post. 
Before thc out-break of war he was ordered lo move to BSF 
Post Khokui. BSF post was heavily shelled. Volunteer 
Magh Singh was performing his duties assigned to him by thc 
inchmgi of the post when over 3 coys strength of enemy 
troops encircled thc BSF post. The enemy troops pressed 
the charge fuiiousl). Volunteer Magh Singh held his posi- 
tion inspite of heavy odds and kept on firing till the last round 
in iitlei disregard of bis personal safety. He showed an ex- 
emplary courage and gallantry of high order. The volunteer 
was badly wounded, during this action and brought back to 
the India side by Vol. Utlam Chand. 

J5. Shri Ram Chandra Gupta,

Home Guard Ram Chandra Gupta alongwith some Police- 
men was deployed on law order duly at Saket Maha Vidya- 
laya Faizabad on 20-4-1974. Some Professors and students 
of the college entered the office of thc Principal. Sri Rama 
Shankar Tiwari and started belabouring him. Hearing the 
hue and cry. Home Guard Ram Chandra Gupta and some 
police men rushed there and Home Guard Ram Chandra posted 
himself in between thr principal and the assailants to ward 
off the blows and save (he Principal without caring for his 
own safety. In this way he succeeded in saving the life of 
the Principal, but himself received as many as eleven inju- 
ries on hit body including loss of two teeth and he had to be 
rushed in an unconscious state to the hospital where he re- 
mained under treatment for over a month. This courageous 
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and gallant act of this Home Guard received high, praise 
from the public as well as Ihe administration. 

16. Shri Chhakkan Lai,

On 16th June, 1974 at about 2.30 P.M. 3 had characters 
came to the grocery shop of Amar Nath R/o Dariyabad, 
P.C. Atarshiya Allahabad City on the pretext of making pur- 
chases, then entered his adjoining house and started looting 
cash and ornaments after beating the inmates. On the hue 
and cry raised, Home Girard (Section Leader) Chhakkan 
Lai living in the neighbourhood also reached the scene and 
pursued the miscreants who were then retreating after loot- 
ing the house. During the pursuit one of the robbers in- 
flicted 2 knife injuries on the face and arm of Chhakkan Lai. 
But he was nol deterred and inspite of these grievous injuries 
and at the peril of his life, he continued the chase and ulti- 
mately succeeded in apprehending one of the bad characters 
who turned out to be a confirmed dacoit who was abscond- 
ing in case of murder committed by him earlier. Thus Home 
Guard Chhakkan Lai displayed extraordinary courage and de- 
votion to duty at the risk of his life.

Shri Krishna Mohan Singh joined the Bihar Homeguards 
Organisation on 1-5-67, He received training in the Central 
Training Camp, Bihta, for six months. Thereafter he served 
as Coy. Commander at Patna and Sahebganj. He is an out- 
standing sportsman and has been of great assistance in orga- 
nizing sports and games of the Homeguards Organisation. 

On 18-3-74 Patna witnessed one of the worst orgies of vio- 
lence, Shri M. K. Jha, Dy. Superintendent of Police who was 
on deputation at the Institute of Engineers near the Secreta- 
riat was brutally assaulted by the unruly mob and thrown on 
the streets in an unconscious condition. No body Jared to go 
near the helpless police officer who was lying unconscious 
rind uncared for. Shri Krishna Mohan Singh, Coy. Comman- 
der, Homeguards learnt about the plight of the police officer 
and without caring for his own safety rushed io the place 
where Shri Jha was lying unconscious, picked him up and 
removed him to his own residence. He immediately arranged 
medical aid for him, As the Senior Police Officers were 
awfully busy in maintaining law and order, Shri Krishna 
Mohan Singh had to attend to the Dy. Superintendent of 
Police for two days arranging proper medical treatment for 
him. He, thus showed immense courage, compassion and 
high sense of responsibility and devotion to duty, He actually 
saved the life of one Dy. Superintendent of Police wbo was 
brutally assaulted by an unruly mob. 

The gallant act of this young officer is highly praiseworthy. 

18. Shri Saiehhunga, ( Posthumous )

On 19th July, 1974 one robber by the name Raltawna be- 
longing to Zcmbawk village in the district of Aizawl, Mizoram, 
entered the house of Shri Biakthuama of Tlungvel grouping 
centre at midnight with a country made pistol and robbed him 
of Rs. 780.00 at gun point. When the lobber left the house, 
Shri Biakthuama informed volunteer guardsman No. 349 
Saiehhunga (late) who was posted at Tlungvel Grouping Cen- 
tre to guard Government godown. GM No. 349 Saiehhunga 
tactfully chased the culprit who escaped to jungle in cover of 
darkness. He was successful in overpowering the culprit sin- 
gle handed at 11 Kilometres away from the Grouping Centre. 
With his tactfulness and presence of mind, he could snatch the 
country made pistol and recover the money from the culprit. 
The robber along with the country made pistol was handed 
over the Police Station, Scrchhip by him. 

On 3-3-1974, Ihe robbers Shri Zatluanga and Shri Rolluanga 
were absconding from Durtlang Grouping Centre after looting 
Rs, 10,000.00. On receipt of information that the culprits 
were moving towards Lunglci road, the Guardsman Volunteers 
kept vigilance day in and day out. The robbers who were try- 
ing to escape in the cover of darkness were spotted by Guards- 
men No. 349 Saiehhunga. Since, the robbers were understood 
to have in possession of lethal weapons like daggers etc., he 
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with the assistance of other colleagues Guardsmen apprehend- 
ed Ihe culprits at the great risk of his life. They recovered an 
amount of Rs. 9511.25 out of Ks. 10,000.00 from the robbers.

On hearing this, GIV) No. 349 Saich- 
hunga investigated and found out that the said criminal was 
biding in Ihe jungle 10 Kilometres away from the Centre. He 
immediately rushed to the hideout. He finally traced him out 
but found him armed with Khukri, With tactfulness and pre- 
sence of mind, he could arrest him and bring to Administra- 
livc Officer. Tlungvel Grouping Centre. Shri Saiehhunga, 
alongwith his colleagues, GM No. 348 Thangvuka and GM 
No. 350 Kobbika, escorted the criminal lo Scrchhip Police 
Station which is about 60 kilometres from their post. On 
their return journey they availed a Military vehicle coming 
towards Aizawl belonging to 571 ASC Bn. e/o 99 APO, which 
unfortunately met with an accident near Baktawng Grouping 
Centre as a result of which GM No. 349 Saiehhunga died on 
the sopl. 

Moreover, it is also worth mentioning, that Volunteer 
Guardsman No, 349 Saiehhunga was always devoted to duty 
in apprehending petty thieves, illicit liquor sellers, helping the 
community whenever ncccssm-y and the like.

Volunteer Jarnail Singh son of Shri Tnder Singh BV-7474 of 
the Rorder Wing Home Guards Bn Fazilka was attached to 
26 Bn BSF Jalalabad and were under the operational con- 
trol of Army. Pakistanis launched a treacherous attack at 
Ferozepur— Fazilka Border on the evening of 3rd December 
1971. There was a scilous threat of attack by Pakistan Army 
on this check post. Also there was a thick growth of Sar- 
kanda on the Pak side near the post from where the threat 
was expected. The incharge of the post intended to set fire to 
Sarkanda growth in the Pakistan held territoiv so that field 
of fire was visible. For this act BV-7474 Volunteer Jarnail 
Singh son of Shri Tnder Singh T’ Coy 6th Bn Punjab Home 
Guards Jalalabad volunteered himself when the picket Com- 
mander asked for a volunteer to do this dangerous job. He 
was given enough petrol for sprinkling on Sarkanda to be set 
on fire. He went deep into the enemy territory with the ex- 
plosive material and set the Sarkanda on fire. In this act his 
clothes caught fire and he received burn injuries also, for which 
he was admitted in the Civil Hospital Jalalabad for treatment. 
Volunteer Jarnail Singh showed great courage and scant re- 
gard for his personal safety when he offered to do this hazar- 
dous militaiy duty. He displayed a devotion of duty beyond 
the normal call and risked his life.
